“fanatic” merits the above, in what terms 
should we speak of those other “ fanatics” 
inthe sunny South, who believe, or profess 
to believe, that m6 Hi! is a divine institu- 
tion! 

What language can be found severe 
enough, to apply to the Keitts’, Toombs’ and 
Wigfalls of the South? Are the traitors of 
the South to be spared and the lash to be 
used only upon “the fanatics of the North?” 
Is fanaticism a greater crime than treason? 
If the “fanaticism” of a man is sufficient to jus- 
tify language assailing his personal character, 
where shall we find words forcible enough 
to express our horror and disgust for traitors, 
for the wretches who fired upon the national 
flag, or the thieves who have stolen the pub- 
lic treasure !

There are: many er look upon farming 
as rather a small business, who think that 
its suecessful: prosecution requires only a 
little common sensegrjust to prompt 
the hardy worker to ook ae ler in a rain 
storm—and a very, little ‘knowledge, just | the 
sufficient.to.count.a flock of sheep, or read 
& newspaper. This opinion was Once more 

al than now, for the world is growing 
wiser; yet at the present tiwe it is enter: 
tained by many. It is an old and true say- 
ing, that honor and shame from no condi- 
tion rise;“ that honor is only acquired by 
acting well our part in whatever situation 
we may be placed. A man of ability and 
knowledge, who devotes all his energies to 
his business, will make. it /honorable and 


— no macter how insignificant that 


usiness may at first seem. The making of 
a pin, or u button, or à lead pencil—how 
trifling a business does this appear aud 
yet even the manufacture of these articles 
afford full scope for the greatest manufac- 
toring skill and business tact, and we see 
large factories erected for this work, giving 
profitable employment to bandreds, and 
yielding rich revenues and princely fortunes 
to the proprietors. “Tf,” then, a business 80 
small and contemptible in itself is ‘made 
hovorable by tlie energy of those engaged 


in its management, it ouly requires the same 


energy and ability on the part of those em - 
ployed in farming, to cause it to take its. 


proper position as the most important and 


honorable. that can engage the 
attention of man. A profession that feeds 
nd clothes the world, that furnishes all the 
uries and necessaries of life, the suspen- 
— of which even for a single year would 
ing upon the world wretchedness and 
starvation, the like of which has never been 
witnessed, is certainly of sufficient import- 
ance to rank with any trade or manufacture. 
A profession that has to do with the earth 
and its vairiously formed soils—with air, 
and rain; and heat, and jighi—with every 
tree and sbrub that beuutifies, and every 
thorn and brier that eurses the earth—with 
fhe whole animal and vegetable é¢otiomy— 
ould certainly rank with the learned pro- 
ions. | 
There is no bnsi ‘such varied 
acquirements, so Towle ge, so much 
good judgwent and commercial ability com- 
bined, “as is Necessary for the therough 
plistied farmer. He stands first atthe 
* manufacturers of the land. ‘He makes 
wheat and. cern, the and mutton, 
d pork, the wool and fax, and mauufact- 
from the earth, the air, the water, 
— 5 all that we eat, and all we wear. 
And this is not only done by farmers as a 
class, but almost every ove produces many, 
if not all, of these articles. The manufact- 
urer usually confines his labors to the pro- 
duction of one artiele; but the farmer is by 
necessity compelled to make many. If he 
would make grain, be must also make beef, 
batter and cheese, Mutton and wool; 
ence the becessity extensive knowl- 
edge. It is au easy matter for the mano- 
facturer to ascertain how much wool will 
make a yard of cloth of a certain descrip- 
tion, and what will be its cost; but it is not 
so easy for the farmer, to ascertain how 
much’ grass, or hay, or grain, will make a. 
pound of wool, The manufacturer can test 
a new machine, and ascertain by a few 
simple trials whether it will manofacture 
the desired article cheaper or better than 
the old ones; bat to ascertain how a pound 
of beef can be made the chepest, what 
machine will convert hay into rich cheese 
in the chen pest aud best manner, is a matter 
requiring a good deal more care and skill. 
Among his varied acquirements, the 
farmer should possess a kuowledge of 
mal physiology, so as to be enabled to keep 
hisvstock in health and administer proper 
remedies in case of sickuess, 
physiology, too, must not be overlooked. 
Every day during the growing season the 
farmer performs work for tue growth of his 
crops. founded on the knowe jaws which 
govern, vegetable life. Entomology is a sei- 
ence which the farmer is compelled to study 
to some extent, and often much more, per- 
baps than be desires; but the more he does 
so the better he is fitted to wage a success- 
fal war against thousauds of destructive 
foes. Io addition to all this the farmer 
must be a merchant ; for he must sell as 
well as manufacture. He must in some 
measure take advautuge of the rise and fall 
of prices, select the best time for selling, 
and the best market, or after all bis toil 
and anxiety he may find. bat a poor return. 
» When We contemplate this subject, at 
which we have merely glanced, in all its 
bearings, we ore fed to exclaim, who is 
competent to this work? Heartily do we 
pity those who think that farming furnishes 
no scope: for the exercise of knowledge or 
ability. If this opinion were entertained 
only by those engaged in other pursuits, it 
would be of no seriqus consequence; but we 
judge that many farmers have themselves 
imbibed such uufoupded and unjust opinions 
in regard to their calling, and where this is 
the case there is an end to all ovement, 
and all desire for daha A than 
must have & good opivion of bis calling, a 
proper appreęia tion of its importance; uyd 
the means and informaton necessary for its 
successful prosecution, or be cannot hope

PROPOSITIONS BY THE CHAMBER 
OF COMMERCE. 
The publication of the proceedings of a recent m 
ing er the Chamber of Commeros, and of the 
rupt Bill recommended by that body te the favorable 
action of the Legislature, absorbs ali the space availa- 
dle in this issue of our paper, to the-exolusion of other 
matter, leaving us at the moment little room to Kom. 
ment upon tue measures suggested. 
The Bankrupt Bill may be briefly described as an act 
compelling involuntary bavkraptcy and the pro rata 
distribution of the property of insotvents among ored- 
itors. It is unnecessary to adduce further arguments 
in favor of the justive of such proceedings. They pos- 
sess ull the security now pertaining to the present 
method of recovery .of indebtedness by attachment, 
while obviating the unfair preferenee to the first at- 
taching creditor in the liquidation of a claim arising 
from a credit bestowed under the present system more 
in consideration of the ability of the debtor to get 
possession of property sufficient to liquidate a first at- 
tachment, than upon any well assured belief that he 
conducts his business in a manner entitling him to the 
aggregate confidence of ail who trust him. 
In the necessary verbiage of this bill, a provision for 
compensation to assignees has escaped our observation, 
Is there any? and is it not essentially requisite? at the 
expense of the estate of the baukrupt of course. We 
commend what appears to us an omission to the con- 
sideration of the body originating the measure. If 
the compensation to the assignees is to be a matter of 


|} agreement between them and the creditors, made at 


the time of their selection, would it not be well that 
the bill should so provide and confer the necessary au- 
thority to charge * services to the estate of the in- 
solvent? 

We are net prepared to favor the granting of. clase 
certificates to insolvents, especially when the classes 
suggested comprise one rated upon ‘‘ciroumstances of 
suspicion as to the honesty of the debtor, without 
proot of actual fraud.” We must defera considera- 


tion OF this point until we have more space af our com.

evidence which may exist but cannot be elicited from
